A SPILL ON THE SPEEDWAY.

Boats All Comers and Trots Past,
Bracing weather yesterday brought out by

far the largest throng of horses and their ad-

mirers that th new Speedway haa yet accom-

modated. At 4 o'clock in the afternoon, when
the array of turnouts on the road waa largest,
thousands of onlookers lined th sidewalk all
th way from 15oth street to 200th street, and
many more watched the speed display from the
rooks and tho grass on the bluffs along the
west bank of the river. Stioh was the crush of
pleasure vehicles that tho roadway was all but
blocked several times during the afternoon at
the narrow points where It passes under High
Bridge and Washington Bridge.

Reckless drivers and those who were Igno-

rant of the rules of the road kept tho force of
mounted officers oonstantly busy, particularly
so on the section above Washington Bridge,
where collisions were narrowly avortcd a dozen
times within an hour. Drivers of heavy, two-seat-

vehicles, having little to fear from a col-

lision with the light road wagons, persisted In
keeping in the middle of the road, the worst
offenders being those turnouts that couldn't
raise a 4:00 clip on a down grade. They turned
squarely aorosa the road without looking
ahead or behind, and it was only through
clever driving on the part of men who were
speeding their trotters that smash-up- s were

voided.
" Nothing less than a wreok or two will teach

some of these drivers to keep close to the curb
when not speeding," said an old road rider aa
he steered his horse In and out through the
maxe of vehicles. One reckless driver and
his companion came to grief on the north end
about 4 o'clock. They sat behind a bay trotter
hooked to a pneumatic wagon and were star-
gazing when the horse swerved Into the
curb. The heavyweight passenger on the
side next the curb lurched as the wheel
struck, and over went the wagon, spilling
both occupants as it turned bottom side up.
Everybody in sight expected to see the horse
run away anil smash the wagon Int.. kindling
wood, but nothing of the kind happened. The
well-bre- d animal stopped the moment the
wheel struck, standing in his tracks until the
vehicle was righted and the mon picked them-
selves up. They were much chagrined on ac-
count of the nwk wunl mishap, and declined to
tell their names to the mounted policeman who
hurried to the scene. If the spill had occurred
fifty yards further up the Speedway both men
would probably have gone over Uie wall Into
the water, aa the road runs along the river's
edge, and there is no iron ratling at that point.

Those who think t hut jockeying has no place
In road driving ought to see some of the things
that happen daily on the Speedway. Every-
body is out to win when he starts for a brush,
and the methods employed to get there first
are not always entirely sportsmanlike. Yester-
day afternoon two trotters were going up the
road in a brush, when oneofthese seekers after

which he could not win In a fair contestfilnry a fresh horse ten lengths or so in front of
the contending pair. To tho lookers-o- n lurther
up the road, wno had not seen the unfair start,
it appeared, of course, that tho horse so far in
front had drawn away from the other two and
waa beating them, when as s matter of fact he
couid not hold his own in a fair con test. Another
unsportsmanlike practice is to turn in front and
take the middle of the road, holding it as long
as the contending horse Is not trouble-
some. But the moment he draws close
enough to challenge tho leader the lat-
ter pulls over to the side of th
road until he is close enough to the curb or the
line of slow-goin- g vehloles along it to out off
all chance for the gaining horse to go through
and take the leao This trick was attempted
yesterday by a man who drove a pneumatic
wagon, his opponent being handicapped by a
high-whe- runabout. Tho driver of the latter
turnout lost his temper as the man in the lead
attempted to cut him off.

" Lay over there," he called out. " I'll go Into
you if you try that trick on me."

The other ssw that he would be likely to come
out second best in a mix-u- p with the heavier
runabout, and he quickly opened a space for
tho faster horse.

On will be to finish among the
first t hlrty-- t wo In order to qualify for the match
play rounds that begin and th
other to make the lowest score in the Qualify-
ing round and win the gold medal, the special
honor for this achievement. To-da- y the com-
petition will be at thirty-si- x holes, medal play,
and th succeeding match play rounds will also
bo at thirty-si- x holes. The conditions are the
most formidable ever framed for a golf
championship In any country. Boughly put,
th winner may hnvo to play out 210 holes In
the six days, which, as each circuit of the links
is about three and a half miles, means a jour-
ney on foot of seven to eight miles a day, or a
walk of about fifty miles in the week.

KBIT OF THK ll'lf

Th Roads, Paths and noulevards rilled
with Riders.

With a wrench between his teeth, a rondslde
repairman, while removing a rear wheel from
the frame, answered s reporter of This Sun's
question. "Good day. this, oh?" by saying:

"I haven't had as good a day as this since
spring. The crowd this way is bigger than It
has been In two months. And work I'vo had
nothing but work, mostly tire jobs. They let
the machines stand a month or two with flat
tires during the warm weather and then feel
hurt because they get punctured easily or go
wrong in some way when they start out In the
fall. It Shakespeare had not been born so long
ago he would have written ' What fools these
wheelmen be.' It's ngood thing forme, though,
that there are so many ignorant ones, and I'm
not kicking. Which ono of you is next, here ?"

There was. In fact, a cycling revival yesterday
and it waa widespread. The breeze was pretty
stiff in the forenoon, but it was dry and cool
enough to permit riders to work against it
without perspiring. Tha camps near enough
to allow of a visit and return by night, tha
Bivorslde Drive, the Coney Island path and
most of all the devious roads of the country
were all full of Invitations to cyclists and the
Invitations were accepted. Parties of clubmen
were met with everywhere. Then there was
the grand army of unattached riders, "the
great unwashed." as one old-tim- e clubman
called them. They were la the majority.
Many faces that have not been seun all summer
were encountered and there was rejoicing ex-
pressed in the tones of the " 's " ex-
changed.

" Nature's cocktail " Is what a Brooklyn law-
yer calls cycling. " I did think onoe that It was
a grand thing to get out and wheel along tho
cycle path to Coney Island," he said. " but now
If that was the only place I could go I would
sell my wheel or trade It for a pair of walking
boots. To my mind the glory of the bicycle,
the greatest boon it has bestowed, is in the
fact that it has opened up t lie count ry to those
who live bound in by brick and mortar aud do
their work indoors. I like, on Sundays and
holidays and whatever other days I can
spare, to get on my wheel and start out
In the country .and just lose myself
in the byroads far away from the regular
trends of travel. 1 think this sentiment Is
growing, and it is a good thing for humanity
and a good thing for the permanency of the
bicycle that it Is. In all the realm of exercise
and Idling there Is nothing more restful and
inspiring than this conquest of distance and
dawdling in absolute rusticity within the
limits of one day."

It is noticeable that in general women are
sitting better on their wheels than they were.
Under the guidance of precept and the in-
fluence of example there is a much larger per-
centage riding 'graoefully and unlaboriously
than there was a year ago. Formerly there
was not more than one woman In ten who sat
over her work and had an advantageous poise
on the wheel, while now there are five or six in
ten. Those who do not wheel comfortably and
who find pedalling on a level road laborious
can learn much If they are reflective by spend-
ing an hour or two on the piazza of some
flace along a road frequented by cyclists.

t be discovered that there Is something
In common in the position of those who ridealong seemingly without effort, and by con-
trasting them with those whose swaying bodies
and tense expressions toll of hard work, the
subtle something will be found. Biders should
never cease experimenting with their position
until they reach a point where they feel that
the wheel needs holding back on a good, level
road, and they cover middle distances without
feeling tired In any particular set of muscles.
The Is the only one
belonging to a long ride in proper position.

Something new and queer In multicycles hasjust been produced in England. It Is a "quad"
In which the "overhang idea has been carried
further than anything previously produced. The
rear wheel of the machine is completely within
the frame, being directly under the third scat
instead of tho fourth, and the third man works
on pedals the cranks of which connect dtrectiy
with the axle of the rear wheel. The last man
has tho sprocket that he turns connected with
the one on the rear wheel by a chain, the same
as the two forward men. The machine is said
to be very easy to steer.

A diagnosis of the illness of . S. Edwards,
tho continuous century rider, has been mode
by a New York physician, who announces that
he Is a filleted solely with a mild form of typhoid
fever. The opinion formed by the physician
from his examination is that Edwards was 111

several days before he quit riding, and the
disease Is now in about the twelfth day
of Its progress. AH talk of hypertrophy of
the heart is nonsense, says the doctor,
and, according to his idea. It is the
splendid physical condition of Edwards that
has prevented the toxin of the fever from
affecting him more severely. Provided there is
no relapse and no setting In of complications.
Edwards will be able to resume riding in a few
weeks, says his doctor, who also expresses the
opinion Hint, instead of being Injured by his
arduous work on ths wheel, he has been im-
proved by It.
